Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, with respect to 
independent claims 1 and 16, none of the prior art either alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of the claimed series of contact lenses or method of manufacturing a 
contact lens specifically including, as the distinguishing features in combination with the 
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other limitations, the claimed different degrees of refractive power of the optical zones 
established in the assorted plurality of contact lenses so that optical characteristics of 
the optical zone differ, and a diameter of the front surface optical zone being varied 
depending on differences in refractive power of the optical zones.
